Kindly 
Hand the aécompanying letter to the _ 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co., who aré

notify relatives or friends. No cére- 
monies. 

I would ask that you request the 
reporters not to make my death an 
occasion for sensational notices. The 
public is not interested one way or 
the other. I don’t care to have my 
faté heralded or my past history 
probed to satisfy public curiosity. 
The passing away fromi this or that 
garrison of a man is of no matter 
“and when compared with the stars of 
greater magnitude we are merely in- 

sects or worms. The wisest and 
meanest opinion truly states life is 

but a span. Man is but an atom. I 

thank you in advante for carrying 

out my wishes.

OSSINING, N. Y., Oct. 7.—Six con- 


victs escaped from Sing Sing Prison: 
early today after beating one keeper 


into insensibility and binding and gag- 


ging another. They -removed an ,iron 
bar from a window and lowered them- 
selves to the ground by a blanket cut 
into strips. 

One of the convicts, a West Indian‘ 


negro, returned to the prison after an 
hour’s liberty and gave the alarm. The 
ringleader is William Green, sérving 
a long term for highway robbery. The 
four others are Robert Boylan of 
Queen’s County and Walter Branigan, 
Isreal Blum and Joseph White of New 
York. 

Shortly after midnight word was sent 
to Keeper Drum, who was in charge of 
the chapel, dormitory, that a prisoner 
was ill. - The ringleader, Green, set 
upon Drum and beat him untfl he was 
unconscious. Keeper Foley went to 
Drum’s aid, but was bound and gagged, 
after which the convicts locked thé dor- 
mitory door and fied to the toilet room. 

An iron bar there was removed. It 
evidently had been filed before, and the 
men lowere4 themselves to the ground 
and fled. Meanwhile one of the con- 
victs cut the telephoné wirés connecting 
the dormitory with the warden's office. 

The escape would not Have béen 
known until 6 o’clock this morning had 
riot thé negro returned to the prison and 
given the alarm. Almost the éntire 
force of keepers were sent in pursuit of 
the convicts. 

The two keepers had charge of 196 con- 
victs and Warden Frost was surprised 
that more prisoners did not seize the 
Opportunity to escape. All thé convicts 
were serving terms for larceny. -

Governor Will Name One of 
His Party to. Succeed 
Jurist Who Died. 


HIS DEATH IS SUDDEN 


Associates on. Supreme 
Bench Are Shocked by 
News of Chief’s End. 


pointed to the Missouri Supreme 
Court to succeed Chief Justice James 
D. Fox, who died suddenly from apo- 


ine Hospital on South Grand avenue. 
Fox had gone there 10 days before to 
be treated for headaches. 

Both State committees, soon after 
Judge Fox’s funeral, will meet te 
name candidates for the judgeship for 
the remainder of Judge Fox's term, 
which ends in 1913.. From Gov. Had- 
ley’s action in similar cases, it is 
expected he will appoint the Re- 
publican nominee to fill the vacancy 
until after the election, provided the 


.leommittee names a man acceptable to 


him. . 

Judge Henry Lamm is now the only 
Republican member of the court. Jo- 
seph Brown.-of Fredericktown, a towns- 
man of the late Judge Fox, is Repub- 
lican candidate for the long term against 
Judge Gantt. 

Although the Supreme Court will not 
meet until Oct. 11 to determine who will 
succeed Judge Fox, the opinion is that 
Judge Gavon D. Burgéss will be named, 
as all the other old judges have occu- 
pied this position. 

Judge Gantt, who presides over Divi- 
sion No. 2 of the Supreme Court, said 
that there would still be a quorum of 
this division. 

Surprise was caused in St. Louls and 
Jefferson City by the news of Judge 
Fox’s sudden death. His most:intimate 
friends, including his associates on the 
bench, had felt nho- apprehension and 
few knew even that hag gone to a 
hospital. 

Doctor Tells of Case. 

Dr. Frederick G. Pernoud, who treat- 

ed Judge Fox at the Josephine Hospi- 


‘|tal, said to a Post-Dispatch reporter; 


“Judge Fox was brought to the hospi- 
tal at 10*a..m. Thursday by. his private 
secretary. I’ talked with him between 
10 and ll a. m., and again about 10 
minutes before he died. 

“Judge Fox did not: tell me that he 
took headache powders to relieve his 
headache. . 

“As- Judge Fox was ocorpulent, he 
would turally be more subject to 
apoplexy ‘than a thin person. So far 
as I know he was héver troubled with 
the disease until the final stroke took 
him away.” 

The headaches, which had been re-. 
lieved Thursday, became severe toward 
evening, and by the physician's advice, 
Judge Fox went to bed about sundown. 

James O'Connor, Judge Fox's private 
secretary, was the first person informed 


distance telephone message from the 
hospital, he informed Judge Fox's fam- 
ily in Jefferson City, and Judges Gantt 
and Graves. Judge Valliant, at his 
apartment at 3628 Washington avenue, 
St. Louis, beard the’ néws soon after- 
ward. He was so much affected that 
he retired to his room and would see 
no one, 

Judge Fox was nearly 6. years old, and 
was a native of Madison County, in 
Southeast Misfouri, in which he lived 
until his election to the Supreme Court 
required him to move to the capital. His 
home was in Fredericktown, where he 
made his first appearance as a lawyer 
in 1866. His father was the opposing 
counsel in the first two cases he han- 
dled. He was elected a Circuit Judge in 
1880, and was thrice re-elected, so that 
he was still on the bench when he was 
nominated for the Supreme Court in 
1902. He took his seat in January, 1903, 
and became Chief Justice last May. 
Judge Fox's body was taken from the 
hospital to the home of John F. Storm 
at 3506 Pine street.. Helias Council of 
the Knights of Columbus, in Jefferson 
City, directed that this be done, and.a 
eormmittee from Marquette Council of 
the order in St. Louis went to the hos- 
pital to direct the removal of the bédy. 
‘The funeral will be held Saturday aft- 
ernoon at Fredericktown, Mo., at 8 
o’ciock. 
At 9 a. m. Saturday the body, on an 


jIron Mountain train, will be taken to 


Fredericktown. Storm is a _ life-long 
friend of Judge Fox, and the latter had 
been in the habit for many years of 
calling on him when he visited St. 
Louis. 

The funeral will be under the auspices 
of the Catholic Church, of which Judge 
Fox had been a member since boyhood. 
Two of Judge Fox's children, his fa- 
ther and his mother are buried at Fred- 
ericktown. 

The pallbearers will be Judges Gantt, 
Lamm, Valliant, Graves, Woodson and 
Burgess of the Supreme Court and for- 
mer Judges Warwick W. Hough, Shep- 
ard Barclay and William C. Marshall 
of St. Louis; Thomas A. Sherwood of 
Springfield anf William M. Williams of 
Boonville, all of whem, except Judge 
Sherwood, served on the bench with 
Judge Fox.

BY DEMOCRATS OF TENNESSEE 


Senator and Former Executive 
Agrees to Run, - Hoping for , 


Harmony. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 7.—United 


States Senator Robert L. Taylar, 
three times Governor. of Tennessee 
and whose term in the United States 
Senate does not expire until 1912, 
was today nominated for Governor. 
by the Femniar ee conven- 
tion. 

Gov. M. R. Patterson was nomi- 
nated several months ago to succeed 
himself, but his nomination caused a 
split in the party and he withdrew 
from’ the race, hoping thereby to 
unite the party. It was in the inter- 
est of harmony that Senator Taylor 
was nominated. He accepted, but 
said he would not retire from the 
Senate unless elected Governor. 

Senator Taylor will ber opposed by 
Capt. B. W. Hooper; the Republican 
nominee. Many independent Demo- 
crats are pledged to the support of 
Hooper. The convention declared 
that the temperance question should 
not be an issue in the campaign.

READY FOR BIG MEET 


Fliers Get Machines in Shape | 
for Prize..Contests 
Saturday.. 

—— 


As a speciacular inauguration of the 
aviation meet at Kinloch Park, three 
Wright biplanes will ascend simultane- 
ously Saturday afternoon, when it is re- 


ported that Archie Hoxsey has reached; 


Alton in his Springfield-St. Louis flight, 
and will wing their way to meet him 
and act as his aerial convoy. SBarring 
accidents, Hoxsey, with his aeroplane 
escort, will come in view of the field 
‘between 2:30 and 4 p. m., and the Tuvur 
machines, after maneuvering over the 


course through the mazes of a sky om, 


will alight together. 

Preliminary flights, to accustom the 
aviators to the field, were expected Fri- 
day afternoon and Saturday morning. 
Two of ths five Wright fliers who will 
participate in the meet, Walter Brook- 
ins and A. L. Welsh, are in St. Louis 


with their machines, which were being }' 


assembled at the fleld Friday. 
Blanc’s Bleriot monoplane was also on 
the fleld, and was being set up by 
‘Hugo Mueller, of the Moon Motor Car. 
Co., who spent a year in building aero- 
planes in the Bleriot factory in France.: 
Aviators to Be Here. 

J. Clifford Turpin, a Wright flier, will 
arrive here Saturday morning from Se- 
dalia, Johnstone is expected Friday 
night, as is Alexander Ogilvie of the 
English Aero Club, who uses a Wright 
biplane. LeBlanc was. expected in. New| 
York Friday, where he was to be mot 
by Girard Lambert, a brother of Presi- 
dent Albert Bond Lambert of the St. 
Louis Aero Club, and escorted to St. 
Louis, arriving here Sunday or Monday. 
He will complete the list of seven avi- 
ators who will compete. 

During the meet, which’ will extend 
from Saturday until Oct. 18, there wili 
be 10 aeroplane events each day, for 
$25,000 in prizes. The list’ of events is 
as follows, beginning at 2 p. m. each 
day: 

Bomb throwing, altitude flights, en- 
durance flights, speed races, fancy fly- 
ing, quick turning, slow flying, acc i- 
rate landing, quick starting and special 
feats. 

As five of the most daring Wright 
fliers are to be pitted against -each 
other for the first time, their manager, 
Roy Knabenshue, who reached St. Louis 
Thursday, predicts the smashing of 
many records during the meet. Kna- 
benshue has guaranteed flights every 
day, rain or shine, wind or calm, and 
relying on his promise, President Lam- 
bert has canceled his order for white 
flags for street cars, which would have 
signified ‘‘No flights today.”’ Only red 
flags, signifying flights, will be dis- 
played. 

Springfield Men Agree. 

After several days of refusal to permit 
the .Springfield-8t. Louis aeroplane 
cruise, the managers of the Springfield 
(Ill.) State Fair were persuaded to give 
their consent fhursday night by per- 
mission to charge admission to see 
Hoxsey’s start and to a all the money

The train will consist of a baggage 
ear, an observation car and a flat 
car, cn which the biplane will be 
loaded fn case it is disabled. The 
train will leave the Union Station 
at 9 p. m. Friday. 

Train te Be Guide. 

The roofs of the cars will be painted 
white, to guide the aviator, and great 
sending up tall. columns of 
smoke, will be lighted at Kinloch Park 
as beacons. The train is to turn south 
at Alton, cross the Merchants’ Bridge 
and go @irect to the field, by the 
Wabash belt line. Hoxsey will strike 
across country at Alton for the field.

‘The much discussed flying tackle rulé 


18 practically a nonentity,” said Victor 


Kennard, the former Harvard football 
star, now in St. Louis, in a discussion 
of the new game. “In the first piace, 
there is not one tackle in twenty that 
is réally a flying tackle. You will find 
that in very nearly every case & man 
unconsciously, has at least one foot on 
the ground, and even if he has not the 
officials seem to ignore the rule on that 
point. 

“I have seen several so-called flying 
tackles made this year in full view of 


the referees, and they have not noticed. 


them in. the least. Once in a great while 
it is absolutely necessary to leave the 
ground with a dive to make sure of. 
getting the runner; but this condition 
does not arise often and I think it was 
a very footlish move to put in the new 
rule covering this point. 

“If the new rules remain in force for 
any length of time, I think it will only 
be a mater of a year, or possibly two, 
before it will be required to have an of- 
ficial watching the kicks and another 
keeping track of the forward passes. 

More Officiala Needed, 

‘It is absolutely impossible for the 
present number of officials to compe- 
tently keep track of all the points cov- 
ered by the new rules. Play is grad- 


ually becoming more open and as the 


season advances more forward passes 
will be attempted in every game and it 
will take all the time and alertness of 
one nimble-footed official to judgé-cor- 


i rectly as to whether these passes were 


cenfined within the limits of legal terri- 
tory.”’ 

One point that was especially interest- 
ing to notice in Mr. Kennard’s argu- 
ments, Was that he differs from so 
many of the Well-known football au- 
thorities on the merit of the rule divid- 
ing the game into four parts. 

“This is the worst of the many poor 
rules that have been brought out -this 
“It is hurtful to the 
game both from the players’ and the 
spectators’ point of view. It hinders 
the continuity of the performance and 
consequently interest lags. As for the 
players, a team may be working togeth- 
er in fine form, carrying the ball down 
the field at a great rate, when suddenly 
the whistle blows for the end of one of 
the quarters, which means that they 
have to stand around for three minntes 
and ¢ool off; probably in a raw fall 
wind. ; 
Loses Favoriag Wiud. 

“Again a team may have a strong 
wind with them down the field and 
have worked the ball by straight play 
cléar down the léngth of the field to 
within 146 yards of their opponents’ 
goal, when the-whistle blows. Now they 
have to take the ball to the correspond- 
ing position in the other end of the 
field and after standing aroufid getting 
chilled for three minutes they have to 
carry the ball that last 16 yards directly 
against a wind that, up to that time, 
had beén assisting them. 

“These are just a few of the many 
objections to the new rules,’ concluded 
Mr. Kénnard, “but I am suré that we 
will be able to judge of them a great 
deal better after they have been tried 
out for a season.”
